ready has been obeyed by 20,000 fac­ 
tory hands in the capital, 
if will be 
impossible, however, to 
predict the

strike until Monday as Hie workmen 
in St. Petersburg and the provinces 
have two holidays, Saturday, which is 
the fete day of the dowager em press 
aud a great religious feast, and their 
regular holiday of Sunday.

o'clock Satin day morning the railway

not heeded the call

men of 1855 was struck several times, 
but it is evident that the mutineers 
did not wish to destroy the building 
In spite of the fact that none of its 
windows remain whole.
